mercifully to wound their feelings, and after 
having laid to their charge the vilest errors to 
which human frailty is liable, concludes by 
plunging them into the **fatal gulph of de. 
generacy.”*— What was it, Mr. Editor, that 
oetasioned these malevolcnt aspersions ?— 
What was it that made Anglicus dectare us 
iacapable of appreciating the advantages of 
freedom, aud our Colonial System and ad- 
ministration productive of nothing but mise.

These remarks, Mr. Iditor, to which 
many more might be added, having insensibly 
brought me to the conclusion (hat the’ fune. 
damental rules of Hiberal discussion were 
actually violated by dnglicus in a manner 
disgusting to every friend of order and mo. 
‘deration. F shall proceed to examine whether 
the several facts brought forward to arraign
